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REPORT. 



General Treasurer's Office, 

Providence, R. I., January 1, 1908. 

To the Honorable General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 33, 
Title VI, of the General Laws, I submit a detailed state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures of the treasury 
department for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1907. 

The enactment of Chapter 1246, Public Laws, making 
the local valuation of the several towns and cities the 
basis of assessment of the State tax, the additional 
revenue derived from rental of oyster lands, the increase 
in taxes paid by savings banks, trust companies, and 
trolley roads, has added to the current receipts during 
the past two years about ten per cent. The tables 
below show the expenditures have increased in a cor- 
responding ratio, and nearly equal the receipts. 

A conservative estimate of receipts for 1908, in roimd 
numbers, is $2,049,375; fixed charges and expenses, 
$1,687,160; and the unexpended balances of special 
appropriations, $346,620. 
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In addition to the above, the present General Assembly 
will be asked to provide for the salary and expenses of 
a bank examiner, for the care of the Providence Armory 
nearing completion, for the maintenance of the Rhode 
Island School for Feeble Minded, for interest on the 
Metropolitan Park bonds authorized by the legislature, 
for a sinking fund to meet the payment of the bonds at 
maturity, and for the enhanced cost of material and sup- 
plies for the maintenance of the charitable, benevolent, 
and penal institutions of the State. It is evident that 
more revenue is absolutely necessary to meet these de- 
mands upon the treasury unless appropriations for special 
objects cease or are reduced to a minimiun. 

The State has been unable to obtain a full settlement 
of its claim against the United States for enrolling, 
equipping, and subsisting its troops in the Spanish- 
American War. The original and supplemental claim 
amounts to $213,533.86. Of this amount $161,070.85 
has been paid, leaving a balance due of $52,463.01. A 
bill has been prepared for presentation to Congress for 
the payment of the above amount. 

In the Appendix may be found a statement in detail 
of the State House, Armory, and Highway Sinking 
Funds, the Permanent School Fund, the Touro Jewish 
Synagogue Fund, the Land Grant Fund of 1862, and 
sundry other funds in custody of the State. Also a list 
of unexpended balances of special appropriations, and 
the sources of State revenue with the amount derived 
from each.

SOURCES AND AUTHORITY OF STATE REVENUE. 



STATE TAX. 



Chapter 29, Section 1. — A tax of eighteen cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of the ratable property of the several towns as herein set forth shall be an- 
nually assessed, collected, and paid by the several towns to the General Treas- 
urer. After the year 1905, the valuation of the several towns and cities as fixed 
by the assessors of the said towns and cities respectively at the assessment of 
taxes in said towns and cities respectively next preceding the respective times 
of payment of the state tax to the general treasurer shall be the basis of the tax 
provided for by section 1 of Chapter 29 of the General Laws.

for a license for the State for one year from the date of the license, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars for 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of Providence for three months from the date of the li- 
cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the payment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING GENERAL TREASURER TO 

BORROW. 

Whereas, At a meeting of the electors in this State, held on the third day of 
November, A. D. 1896, the General Assembly was "authorized to provide for 
the borrowing, in addition to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, which it is 
now authorized to borrow, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars* 
or so much thereof, and in such installments, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary for the uses of the State:" 

Resolved, That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and ex- 
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cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 
annum.
